Ed­ 
ward VII. and the present king. 
Ile 
was thirty-eight years old when the 
first Atlantic cable was laid, slxty-sev 
en years old when Fort Sumter sur­ 
rendered and more than threescore 
and ten when Lincoln was nasassi- I 
na ted. 
Morris was born Jan. IS, 1794. at Bel 
lew, Montgomeryshire. Wales. Thomas 
had no sisters, but one brother named I 
Charles, who died In 18G1. 
He never attended school and never I 
married. About five years ago be gave ' 
up work. 
Up to six years ago Ik 
made almost dally walks of one and a 
half miles to Cedar creek, in Custe: 
county, to fish. 
He still has the use of his faculties 
His eyesight is remarkable. 
Morris always used tobacco and liq 
uor lit a moderate measure, 
lie takes 
ten or coffee ut all menls and upon re 
tiring takes to bls bedroom a quart At* 
fees qr coffee, which he drinks during 
the night. 
Forty-seven years ago a lad named 
Charles Mytbon* went to live with 
Morris, and from that time the two 
have been Inseparable companions,

Ne Violation of Neutrality to Fur­ 
nish War Malarial. 
In response to inquiries Robert la n ­ 
sing, acting secretary of state, bas g«v 
en out a statement containing the ad 
ministration s interpretation of the lew 
regarding the shipment vt contraband 
articles from the United States to conn 
tries now at war in Europe. The state­ 
ment says: 
“It should be understood that. geu 
emily speaking, a citizen of the Unit 
ed Status can sell to a belligerent gov 
emmeut or its agent any article of 
commerce which be pleases. 
Ile Is not 
prohibited from doing this by any rub 
of International la s. uy any treaty pro 
vision or by any statute of the United 
States. 
It makes no difference w beth 
er the articles sold are exclusively foi 
war puri»o«e». such as firearms, er. 
plosives, etc., or are foodstuffs, cloth 
Ing. horses, etc., for the use of th. 
army or navy of the belligerent. 
“Furthermore a uentrnl government 
Is not compelled by international law 
by treaty or by statute to prevent these 
sales 
to a 
belligerent. 
8ucb sales 
therefore, by American citizens do noi 
in the least affect th* neutrality of tin 
United States. 
“It Is true that such ankles as tho*? 
mentioned are considered contra lwind 
and are., outside the territorial Jarl* 
diction of a neutral nation, subject to 
seizure by an enemy of the purchasine 
government, but It Is the enemy's duty 
to prevent the articles reaching their 
destination, not the duty of the nation 
whose citizens have sold them.’’
